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After consideration of claimant’s contentions and review of the Board's
disposition of this case, no member of the panel has affirmatively voted to vacate or
modify the decision herein. Accordingly, the motion for reconsideration filed by
clamant is DENIED. 33 U.S.C. 8921(b)(5); 20 C.F.R. 88802.407(a), 802.409.
Claimant’ s additional request that the Board remand the case to the administrative law



judge to reopen the record is denied. 20 C.F.R. 8802.301. If clamant possesses new
evidence necessary to the adjudication of this claim, he may seek modification with the
administrative law judge. 33 U.S.C. §922; 20 C.F.R. §§702.373, 802.301(c).
